1. Soviet military authorities in Manchuria now control all Manchurian railway 
telephone communications, and Chinese railway employees are not permitted 
to use these telephonas. 


2. Recently Soviet. authorities in the Port Arthur-Dairen area and Chinese Come. 
munist authorities in Lanchuria independently placed bans on trade between 
these areas. However, large quantities of goods are now being smuggled 
between the areas because each needs goods from the other.
